SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


Physical  examination  of  the  fifty-five  Stark  and 
Crystal  school  children  were  conducted  in  the  spring 
term  of  the  year  1958-59,  by  Dr.  Robert  I.  Hinkley. 
Findings  as  follows: 

Enlarged  or  Diseased  Tonsils  8 

(1  has  been  corrected) 
Enlarged  Cervical  Glands  5 

Nervous  System  1 

Hernia  1 

Posture  Defects  2 

No.  successfully  vaccinated  51 

Cardiac  4 

Orthopedic  3 

Genital  Defects  2 

Speech  Defects  2 

These  children  are  examined  yearly,  which  is  an  ad- 
vantage over  larger  schools  where  five  grades,  only, 
are  examined  annually. 

Scalp,  Vision  and  Hearing  Tests  were  made  by 
nurse.  Findings:  Vision  Defects  9  (4  have  been  cor- 
rected); Hearing  Defects  3  (2  under  care);  Skin  1 
(Treated). 
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Fifty-four  TB  Patch  Tests  were  applied  with  the 
gratifying  result  that  there  were  no  reactors. 

All  children  were  brought  to  the  Dentist's  office 
for  check  of  permanent  teeth  and  those  who  wished 
to  have  corrections  have  come  to  Groveton  in  groups 
of  eight  or  ten  for  fillings,  as  follows:  Children  at- 
tending, 28;  Corrections,  40. 

Six  children  were  brought  to  Groveton  to  attend 
Polio  Clinics  to  complete  their  series.  It  is  still  un- 
fortunate that  there  are  a  few  who  have  never  had 
permits  signed  for  this  very  important  protection. 

Three  clinics  for  Triple  shots,  Immunization 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Tetanus, 
were  well  attended — Totahng  43. 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  all  con- 
cerned: Children,  Teachers,  Parents,  and  School 
Board  members  who  have  been  so  helpful  in  making 
these  privileges  possible.  Dr.  Israel  solved  the  prob- 
lem of  transportation  by  conducting  the  Dental  Check 
at  school.  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  carry  the 
same  Dental  Program  next  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  the  children  have  had  the 
privilege  of  the  up-to-date  Vision  Tester  donated  to 
Groveton  Public  Schools  by  the  Groveton  Lions  Club. 

It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  work  with  each 
and  every  one  of  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1959-1960 

To  the  Schoo!  Board  and  Citizens  of  Stark: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  It  must  be  evident  to  all  that 
under  the  leadership  of  our  three  excellent  teachers 
the  academic  program  of  the  schools  is  being  carried 
on  very  successfully.  The  young  people  do  well  in 
their  examinations  in  school,  and,  in  general,  their 
work  compares  favorably  with  other  students  both 
at  Berlin  and  Groveton  High  Schools. 

Both  buildings  are  in  good  repair  except  that  the 
Stark  Village  School  needs  to  be  painted.  It  may  be 
possible  to  do  this  painting  in  this  year's  budget.  A 
drainage  problem  in  the  spring  of  the  year  needs  to 
be  solved  and  steps  taken  to  correct  the  situation  as 
soon  as  possible  at  the  Crystal  School.  No  other 
major  repairs  are  anticipated. 

Thanks  to  the  deficiency  appropriation  the  dis- 
trict's financial  affairs  are  in  very  favorable  state. 
Actually  only  a  small  part  of  the  money  was  used  so 
that  it  is  believed  there  will  be  a  balance  this  year  of 
approximately  $3,000.  This  probable  balance  was 
part  of  the  information  that  your  superintendent  was 
stopped  from  presenting  by  objection  of  one  of  the 
voters. 

Because  this  situation  may  obtain  at  any  meet- 
ing the  school  board  has  asked  me  to  suggest  that  if 
any  voter  has  a  question  of  fact  in  regard  to  school 
business  it  would  seem  wise  to  present  it  to  a  board 
member  or  this  office  before  the  annual  meeting  in 
time  to  have  a  written  answer  prepared. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Althea  Lunn  has  continued  to  make  a  most  help- 
ful contribution  to  the  children  benefiting  by  it.  It  is 
not  self  supporting  and  needs  approximately  $400.00 
to  keep  it  going.  The  board  has  asked  for  this  amount 
in  a  special  article. 

The  school  board  wishes  me  to  advise  interest- 
ed parties  that  the  present  school  transportation  con- 
tract will  be  completed  in  June.  If  two  or  more  par- 
ties are  interested,  invitation  for  bids  will  be  issued 
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about  May  1.  Information  as  to  type  of  conveyance, 
number  of  children,  probable  route,  etc.,  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  superintendent's  office. 

A  service  which  the  schools  appreciate  very 
much  is  the  plowing  of  the  yards  and  driveways.  This 
lends  safety  and  convenience  to  the  children  and 
gives  opportunity  to  keep  them  off  the  highways. 
Both  the  administration  and  the  teachers  say  thank 
you. 

The  health  report  prepared  by  our  School  Nurse, 
Mrs.  Wiletta  Lurvey,  shows  that  thought  and  care  are 
being  taken  in  behalf  of  our  children.  I  urge  you 
to  give  her  advice  due  consideration. 

The  Grade  Placement  Chart  which  follows  shows 
that  we  have  a  few  more  children  in  school  this  year 
than  last.  The  fact  that  we  have  twelve  beginners  is 
evidence  that  our  enrollment  will  probably  increase. 

School  people  appreciate  the  support  and  co- 
operation of  the  homes  represented  at  school.  Work- 
ing together  we  can  accomplish  more  for  the  good  of 
the  children  of  the  community. 

Thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to  report.
